six tie that has d evelo|>ed in the grou p on 
d ecision s affectin g lilx'ral legislation . 
Two of the n ew committee members, to 
be appoin ted by Speaker of the Hou se Sam 
Raybu rn , will be lib­ 
eral Democrats while 
the third n ew mem­ 
ber w ill be a Repu bli­ 
can . 
In theory, 
at 
least, this will resu lt in an eight-to-seven 
split in favor of hl)eral legislation 11 is im­ 
portan t that there be a d e a r u n d erstan d in g 
of what fihs action was all abou t The pu r­ 
pose of the Ru les Committee is exactly as 
its n ame implies. It is to assign to legisla­ 
tive proposals ru les govern in g their con sid ­ 
eration on the floor. This in clu d es a place 
on the calen d ar, time permitted for d e­ 
bate, permission or refu sal of amen d men t, 
etc. 
Ru t what the Ru les Committee had be­ 
come is qu ite an other thin g. It had liecome 
ju d ge of legislation an d a n egative legisla­ 
tive bod y all its own . It d id n ’t ju st pass on 
ru les; it d etermin ed what the rest of the 
Hou se wou ld vote on . If six members of the 
committee d id n ’t like a certain piece of 
legislation , they simply failed to assign it 
ru les an d pass it ou t of committee. This, of 
cou rse, d eprived the Hou se of a majority 
d ecision on legislation . 
Six members of the Hou se were d ecid in g 
su ch major issu es as aid to d epressed 
arees, aid to ed u cation , civil right.s, etc 
Propon en ts of a con tin u ation of this process 
make mu ch of the fact that there were 
ways of circu mven tin g the committee if it 
was the feelin g of the Hou se to d o so. Bu t 
what they failed to t>oin t ou t was that these 
ways of circu mven tion were cu mbersome, 
time-con su min g an d n ext to a practical im­ 
possibility .

The chan ge which was approved was of 
immed iate importan ce 
becau se it gave 
some assu ran ce that the programs of the 
n ew ad min istration will at least get to a 
floor test rather than d yin g of old age in 
the Ru les Committee. It seems fan tastic 
that an y member of the Hou se wou ld vote 
again st a process as fu n d amen tally d emo­ 
cratic as the majority ru le con cept.

The experimen t proves, of cou rse, that 
man can en ter space an d he retu rn ed , all 
at phen omen al rates of .-.peed , in compara­ 
tive safety. On e mu st say “comparative 
safety” becau se there is n o su ch thin g as 
tran sportation in absolu te safety, even if it 
be by foot. The world will n ot be immed i­ 
ately chan ged when man takes the same trip 
that the chimp has n ow experien ced . 
Bu t the world will be chan ged when 
this mod e of travel is ad opted for specific 


u sefu l pu rposes. When space can be en ­ 
tered an d explored , there is n o way of 
kn ow mg what the resu lts might be. Up u n til 
n ow. exploration has hin ged simply on 
the problem of leavin g an d en terin g the 
world ’s gravitation al force. Now that this 
problem seems to be abou t solved , the pro­ 
gram can go on to its n ext phase.s 
When man can en ter .spa<‘e an d remain 
there, when he can actu ally man eu ver an d 
operate a vehicle in the ou ter atmosphere 
of the u n iverse, he will provid e a n ew con ­ 
cept of n ation al d efen se an d man y other 
chan ges.
